A meeting to discuss the high 
school centralization program was 
held at the Champion Community 
Hall on Saturday, June 30, and 
was attended by many parents and 
other interested persons from the 
Champion and Carmangay dis¬ 
tricts. , 

Officials present were J. M. Mc¬ 
Kay, school committee chairman; 
H. H. Mumby, principal of the 
Vulcan High School; Wes Knight, 
school committee member for the 
Champion-Carmangay district; Jim 
O’Reilly, vah supervisor for the 
County; and County councillors 
Ivan Haga, Arthur Ulrich and 
Frank Hubka. 

Mr. McKay and Mr. Mumby 
spoke on the centralization pro¬ 
gram, giving as the primary reason 
the raising of the standards of 
high school education. 

The three-stream program to 
provide academic, commercial and 
vocational training so that each 
student can be best fitted for his 
chosen vocation cannot be done in 
the small two- or three-teacher 
high schools. It requires a large 
student' body so that teachers can 
be secured who are "specialists” 
in particular fields of education. 
This basic fact is recognized in 
both Canada and the United 
States. The County of Vulcan, in 
centralizing high school education, 
will be able to offer its high 
school students a wider variety of 
subjects and a better chance of 
completing their high school edu¬ 
cation. Every county and school 
division in Alberta, and in Canada, 
is endeavouring to follow the 
same sort of program of centrali¬ 
zation for this reason. 

The time spent on buses going 
to and from school was a disad¬ 
vantage but it was felt that this 
was more than offset by the 
greater opportunities and better 
standard of education made avail¬ 
able to the student. 

Considerable opposition to the 
proposed centralization at Vulcan 
was expressed by persons at the 
meeting and a tentative decision 
was made to present a resolution 
to the County of Vulcan asking 
that the Carmangay and Champion 
high schools be consolidated, as 
the long distance some of the 
pupils would have to travel * to 
Vulcan was an important disad¬ 
vantage of the new plan.
